OXNARD, July the Editor 
of The Times:] In filling out a blank 
that was recently circulated in this 
district for the purpose of getting the 
farmers’ views on beet-sugar culture, 
John Eastwood of this place inciceed 
interesting remarks. It might not be 
out of place to say here that while 
Mr. Bastwood is just a farmer, he 
takes a very broad view of the ques- 
a@ion, and looks upon the beet-sugar 
business as a great industry of which 
beet growing is but one branch. To 
fortify this position he says that a 
visit to any sugar factory will show 
that beet culture is both preceded and 
followed by extensive manufacture, 
and is generally also followed by 
stock raising, and that nearly every 
business house In the town will re- 
flect these activities In one way or 


another. 
Mr. Eastwood, who has taken a 
da interest in the recent legislation 


which placed sugar on the free list, 
ix now corresponding with parties in 
Waechington with a view to getting a 
bill before Congress to re-enact the 
old tariff schedule on sugar and have 
the whole revenue derived from it au- 
tomatically appropriated for the con- 
struction of public roads 
throughout the nation. With an act 
of this kind it is believed the con- 
struction work could be carried on 
at a rate of about ten thousand miles 


a year. 
The following are his remarks, 
which are worthy of more than pass- 
ing consideration by those who really 
have the best interests of the coun- 
at heart: 
“It is not the profits sometimes 
made by the individual farmer that 
constitutes the real economic value 
of the sugar-beet—for often a large 
per cent. of the farmers make no 
profit at all. Its real value lies in the 
fect that there is so much work and 
money expended upon it before any- 
body makes any profit at all. This 
statement iq true of both the farmer 
who grows the beet and the manu- 
facturer who extracts the sugar. The 
sugar beet is in a class by itself and 
cennot rightly be compared with any 
other crop, for the reason that it has 
absolutely no market value at all. 
The crop belongs to the manufac- 
turer before it is planted, and is never 
offered for sale until it is done so in 
the highly finished state of refined 
sugar. The sugar-beet industry is a 
community of interests which must 
work harmoniously together or the 
whole business will fail. You cannot 
judge a wheel by one cog, nor a 
chain by one link, neither can you 
single out any one stage of the su- 
gar-beet industry to judge of its real 
value. But this much we do know, and 
that is that every well-managed beet- 
sugar factory is surrounded by a 
thrifty community, and no commu- 
inty or country that I ever heard of 
willingly abandoned the industry. 
“You ask whether I can make as 
much out of any other crop as I can 
out of beets. Yes. I have planted bar- 
ley hay that has saved me more 
money than beets would have brought 
if planted on the same land. But this 
Was because beets limited the pro- 
duction of and increased the demand 
for that article. I can raise lima beans 
and do about as well with them as I 
can with beets. But this is because 
beets have brought my land up to that 
stage where beans will thrive. Then, 
too, beets in a measure limit the pra; 
duction of that article, and so help to 
hold up the price.

And so itt is with the beet-sugar in- 
dustry—its real merits are not seen 
by the inexperienced eye, and hence 
the misleading question is often 
asked: ‘Does the farmer make any- 
thing?’ Yes, the farmer sometimes 
makes a little and so do each of the

It includes Amert- 
can stamps and also many valuable 
foreign stamps. It is now being clas- 
sified according to nationality, date 
and denomination by J. B. Leavey 
and T. T. Belote, experts. As a col- 
lection {t is exceeded by that of the 
British Museum only.
